“There are only three ways to die 
—by failure of the heart, or of the 
central ‘nervous system, or by alter-

“Deaths are reversible or irrevers- 
ible. An example of reversible death 
is a man stabbed though the heart. 
Circulation and respiration stops. 
The man is legally dead. However, 
he is not hopelessly dead. If proper 
treatment were applied hg would 
resuscitate. All his organs, even his 
brain, are st'll alive,

| Report Published Showing Result Of) 
Scientific Intestigation 

An account has recently been pub- 
lished of the progress made up to the 
present on the main projects investi- 
gated at the Experimental Fox Ranch 
at Summers'de, Prince Edward Is- 
j land, of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, so that fox breeders may 
have the benefit of the information 
secured. It is not considered that a 
final conclusion has been reached 


| with regard to any one project, and 
| further investigation will be under- 
taken, as circumstances permit, upon 
all the projects. 

The research work has been. divid- 
ed into five main groups (1) nutri- 
tional requirements of foxes; (2) in- 
ternal and external parasitic infesta- 
tion; (3) inheritance of the inherent 
traits of foxes; (4) sundry physiologi- 
cal processes, and (5) general ranch- 
ing methods, 

The nutritional problems have been 
approached from five different angles 
—(1) the influence of the different 
contents of the diet, such as protein, 
fat, vitamin, caloric value; (2) de- 
termination of the normal annual fur 
cycle, and the dietary factors that in-

One of the anomalies of Canada’s 
political structure was a bit nearer 
elimination as a result of the Do- 
minion-provincial conference. The 
gathering initiated definite steps to- 
wards the exercise by Canada of the 
right to amend its own constitution, 
a right enjoyed by other Dominions 
of the British Empire. 

The province of Quebec has stood 
out against Canada possessing the 
right to amend the terms of tlie Bri- 
tish North America Act, the national 
constitution since 1867, but at the 
conference Premier L. A. Taschereau! 
of that province announced he had 
withdrawn his opposition. New Bruns- 
wick was the only province to raise a 
dissenting voice to the resolution of 
the conference's constitution commit- 
tee favoring constitutional reform on 
a broad scale. 

The British North America Act is 
a statute of the British parliament 
and can be amended only by the Bri- 
t'sh parliament. It defines the rerpec- 
tive powers of the parliament of Can- 
ada and the legislatures of the prov- 
inces. 

The decision arrived at by the con- 
ference was that the B.N.A. Act 
stood in need of amendments now 
and might need further amendments 
in future and that Canada, like other 
Dominions, should have the right to 
enact the amendments without - re- 
course to the British parliament.

Hon. A. W. Roebuck, Ontario at- 
torney-general, at the opening of the 
conference, presented a memorandum 
outlining in a general way the 
methods he proposed should be adopt- 
ed in facilitating amendments to the 
constitution. At the close of the com- 


mittee’s sessions he presented the — 


resolution setting out his ideas in con- 
erete form. . 

The resolution suggested an im- 
perial statute be obtained, with the 
approval of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial parliaments, empowering the 
Dominion ot amend the British North 
America Act without recourse to the 
imperial parliament, with certain 
reservations and under certain condi- 
tions. 

The Dominion parliament would 
have power to amend the act with 
respect to matters which concern ex- 
clusively constitution and privileges 
of the house of commons and senate 
of Canada, the specific clauses being 
set forth. 

With respect to all matters per- 
taining*to the provinces exclusively, 
and in all matters of mutual concern 
to the Dominion and the provinces, 
amendments would be made only by 
joint action of the house of commons 
and senate, and of two-thirds of the 
legislative assemblies and legislative 
councils if any, representing 55 per 
cent. of the people of Canada.
